A BILL FOR AN ACT

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF HAWAIIL:
SECTION 1. Section 92-3.1, Hawaii Revised Statutes, is
amended to read as follows:
"4 ]1892~3.1[{4] Limited meetings. {a) If a board
determines that it is necessary to meet at a location that is

dangerous to health or safety, or if a board determines that it

is necessary to conduct an on-site inspection of a location that

is related to the board‘s business at which public attendance is

not practicable, and the [aktterney—gemeral] director of the

office of information practices concurs, the board may hold a

limited meeting [4m] at that location[+—whiek—is] that shall not

be open to the public; provided that at a regular meeting of the

board prior to the limited meeting [at—the-dengereous—toecatien]:

(1) The board determines, after sufficient public

deliberation, that it is necessary to hold the limited

meeting [at—the—dongereus—teeation] and specifies [&he
reagors—for-dtpg-deormination] that the location is

dangerous to health or safetv[+] or that the on-gite
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1 inspection 1s necessary and public attendance is

2 impracticable:;

3 (2) Two-thirds of all members to which the board is
